A Birth Certificate is a legal 
document and every parent should 
keep the original or a certified copy 
in a safe place. It is necessary to 
bring one to school on the day of 
registration for proof of age of 
the child. he copy should be filed 
in the permanent record file of 
the child at school, 
transferred to each school the child 
attends. If a certified copy is not

7 Phone Tax Should Go. . — 


We telephone users Have been paying a.10% Fed- 
eral Excise Tax on our phone service for the last, 22 
years. This was a “temporary war tax” and most of us 
didn’t grumble when it was levied because we are bas- 
ically patriotic. 

The war was over in 1946 but each year Congress 
has extended this tax. Now the President wants to 
make it permanent. He has directed that “all excise 


Our job is to’ get the tax repealed. It will take 
“much public opinion pressure, but it can be done if each 
_ of us writes to our Congressman immediately. The tax’ 
is unfair — it is discriminatory — only telephone users 
pay it since no other utility servicé is so taxed: 

regressive tax, hitting hardest at people on limited in- 
cortié: It isan illogical tax that places telephone ser- 
vice in the same class as furs, perfume, booze and jew-.
